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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed pubHcation in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of apphcation for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 16-23, 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kaufmann 
et al for the reasons set forth in the previous Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 24 and 41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kaufmann et al in view of Horvath et al for the reasons set forth in the previous Office action in 
the rejection of claim 24. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 26-32, 35-40 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 3/4/04 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive 
as to the patentability of claims 16-25 and 41. Applicant continues to argue, re claim 16, that the 
clamp of Kaufmann et al does not meet the terms of the claim and specifically that the bottom

portion of the clamp structure is missing, and that the clamp includes metal parts. However, both 
Kaufmann et al and applicant use C-shaped clamps made of plastic. There is no bottom part of 
the clamp of Kaufmann et al because it is C-shaped — it fits over the rail of the yam machine and 
is clamped thereto by a set screw as is apphcant's device. Furthermore the "contact block T 
referred to in the instructions for operating the device of Kaufinann is the electrical connection 
between the feeder and the yarn machine, similar to the members 69, 70 of apphcant's device, 
and as old and well known in the art as can be seen in some of the other cited patents.
